The  District  is  predominately  residential  with  industry  at 
Kitt  Green.  There  are  wide  stretches  of  green  belt  on  the 
Northern  and  Western  fringes.  The  open  valley  of  the  Douglas 
being  traversed  by  only  rail  and  canal  could  provide  an  un¬ 
rivalled  open  space  for  the  congested  built-up  areas  of  Wigan 
Borough,  Wigan  R.D.C.  and  Orrell,  and  should  be  preserved, 
and  reserved  for  recreational  and  amenity  needs. 

The  district  will  become  a  distribution  point  in  road  trans¬ 
port  providing  the  link  point  of  the  N.S.  (M6)  Motorway  with 
the  projected  Hull/Liverpool  (Skelmersdale)  Motorway.

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  25  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
during  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough.  There  were  no  cases  of  Whooping

Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year,  maintaining  a  clear  record  over  the  past  eighteen  years. 


Pneumonia.  There  were  no  cases  of  acute  Primary  Pneu¬ 
monia  during  the  year. 


Measles.  There  were  18  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the 
year. 


Poliomyelitis.  There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during 
the  year. 


Food  Poisoning.  There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
reported  during  the  year. 


Infective  Jaundice.  There  were  8  cases  of  this  disease 
notified  during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis.  Two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year  No  deaths  were  attributable  to 
the  disease.  Treatment  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  and  Orrell  cases  attend  the  Chest  Clinic,  Mill- 
gate,  Wigan. 


Cancer.  There  were  23  deaths  attributable  to  Cancer. 
Falilities  for  Radium  Treatment  for  Orreil  residents  is  available 
at  the  Radium  Institute,  Manchester;  and  at  Wigan  Infirmary, 
which,  for  this  purpose  is  a  sub-clinic  of  the  Manchester 
centre.

1 —SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

It  is  unfortunate  that  commencement  of  the  new  sewerage 
system  has  been  hindered  by  proposals  for  the  discharge  of 
effluent  in  the  Orrell  Urban  District  sewers  by  Billinge-and- 
Winstanley  Urban  District  Council. 

Effluent  from  the  district  is  discharged  l  the  Wigan  County 
Borough  Council  trunk  sewer  and  is  treated  at  the  Hoscar 
works.  The  restricted  9  inch  sewer  outlet,  discharging  in  the 
trunk  sewer  is  a  constant  source  of  pollution  into  the  River 
Douglas  in  the  Gathurst  valley. 

A  number  of  properties  served  by  septic  tank  drainage 
systems,  occasionally  cause  minor  pollutions  of  water  courses, 
most  of  which  will  be  incorporated  in  the  new  sewage  scheme. 

The  department  provides  a  free  drain  clearing  service  which 
is  called  upon  frequently.  Advice  is  given  on  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  existing  drains  and  the  laying  of  new  drainage 
siystems. 


Water  Supply 

The  Makerfield  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  the  supply 
of  water  throughout  the  district. 

The  sources  of  supply  to  the  area  are  from  the  following  :

2.  Surface  (Standish) 

3.  Lake  District  (via  Manchester  Corporation  W.W.)

Vandalism,  a  problem  which  appears  to  be  widespread 
makes  it  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  satisfactory  standards 
of  cleanliness  in  the  Council's  two  public  conveniences. 


Schools 

All  schools  are  visited  in  connection  with  methods  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  infectious  disease  enquiries,  pest 
control  and  toilet  accommodation. 

The  standard  of  amenities  is  improving  with  all  schools 
having  readily  available  hot  and  cold  washing  facilities  and 
most  schools  have  indoor  toilets.  The  advantages  of  these 
latter  is  not  only  the  added  comfort,  but  the  protection  afforded 
to  flushing  apparatus  from  frost  damage. 

Co-operation  with  the  Schools  Meals  Service  ensures  that 
the  production  and  handling  of  food  is  well  supervised. 


Caravans 

The  occupier  at  the  caravan  which  had  previously  been 
permanently  occupied  at  Sefton  Farm,  Sefton  Road,  was  re¬ 
housed  by  the  local  authority  during  October  and  is  no  longer 
in  use. 

A  temporary  caravan  site  is  occupied  by  employees  of 
Dowsett  Engineering  Limited,  contractors  who  are  constructing 
the  link  point  of  the  N/S  (M6)  Motorway  with  the  projected 
Hull-Liverpool  ( Skelmersdale  Motorway).  This  site  has  been 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  year. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A  preliminary  study  to  establish  a  suitable  smoke  control 
programme  for  the  district  has  commenced,  it  is  unfortunate 
that  owing  to  insufficient  time  and  assistance  progress  in  this 
field  has  been  slow. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Routine  inspections  of  premises  covered  by  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  have  continued 
through  the  year.  The  prime  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  employees.  Her 
Majesty's  Inspector  of  Factories  is  responsible  for  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  this  Act  in  crown  properties,  fire  authorities  are 
responsible  for  all  aspects  of  fire  prevention  and  the  local 
authority  is  responsible  for  enforcement  in  all  other  premises. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORK  PLACES 

Factories  and  workplaces  are  inspected  under  the  Factories 
Act,  1961.  Inspection  of  factories  including  Building  and  Civil 
Engineering  sites  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  say  that  in  no  case  was  any  formal 
action  necessary  by  the  department,  and  attention  to  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  act  were  complied  with. 

AGRICULTURE  (Safety,  Flealth  and  Welfare  Provisions)  ACT,

RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 

Rodent  and  pest  control  is  a  subject  constantly  requiring 
review.  In  certain  parts  of  the  country  rodents  have  developed 
a  resistance  to  warfarin,  and  in  our  own  area  we  have  found 
warfarin  resistant  mice.  This  has  resuited  in  a  necessary 
change  in  baiting  techniques  and  the  use  of  other  poisons  and 
baits. 

The  twice  yearly  meetings  with  the  South  West  Lancashire 
Advisory  Committee  on  pest  control  is  attended  by  two 
representatives  from  the  authority,  your  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tor  and  Public  Health  Committee  Chairman. 

Rodent  baiting  at  points  likely  to  develop  into  sources  of 
rodent  infestation  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  including 
perimeter  treatment  of  the  Heinz  undertaking  in  order  to  reduce 
infiltration  to  the  plant.

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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 


Routine  inspection  of  food  premises,  hawkers  and  itinerant 
vendors  of  food,  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Food  hygiene  inspections  cover  a  variety  of  premises,  its 
basic  aims  being  to  ensure  that  the  premises  are  suitably 
equipped  and  are  satisfactory,  and  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  food  hygiene  legislation.  The  personnel  employed 
in  the  handling  of  food  observe  good  food  hygiene  practices. 
The  food  offered  for  sale  is  wholesome  and  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 
Amendment)  Regulations,  1966,  have  improved  the  standards 
of  hawkers  vehicles. 

The  Imported  Food  Regulations  1968,  have  placed  an 
additional  burden  on  your  Public  Health  Inspector  in  carrying 
out  enforcement  duties  of  these  regulations  namely  :  inspection 
of  sealed  containerised  imported  foodstuff  coming  directly  to 
the  Heinz  Kitt  Green  Factory  (the  largest  European  food 
factory) . 

During  the  year  a  total  of  532  containers  were  referred  to 
this  authority  for  inspection. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  will  consider 
claims  from  local  authorities  carrying  out  the  enforcement 
duties  of  these  regulations. 

The  Heinz  Kitt  Green  Factory  imports  approximately  100,000 
tons  of  raw  materials  per  annum  and  1,000  tons  of  finished 
goods,  excluding  food  imported  from  the  Republic  of  Ireland. 

In  addition  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  satisfying  himself 
of  the  basic  fitness  of  the  imported  foodstuffs,  there  are  a 
number  of  other  factors  and  problems  which  must  be  con¬ 
sidered,  i.e.  condition  of  container,  rodent  control,  mould 
growth,  insect  infestation  and  of  course,  sampling  of  food¬ 
stuffs.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  two  Eagle  Crushload 
Compression  vehicles  with  two  foremen/drivers,  eight  loaders 
and  a  relief  driver/ashbinman.  Bulky  furniture,  certain  other 
refuse  and  salvage  from  trade  premises  is  collected  separately 
in  a  non-compression  refuse  vehicle. 

A  frequent  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  During  Christmas  and  annual  holiday  periods  dustbins 
have  been  supplemented  by  paper  sacks,  this  has  proved 
satisfactory. 
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Salvage  collected  is  baled  and  despatched  to  Thames 
Board  Mills  Limited,  Warrington.  The  employees  on  refuse 
collection  each  receive  a  bonus  of  5/-  per  ton. 

Following  a  study  of  the  present  system  and  some  dis¬ 
content  among  employees,  a  Bonus  Scheme  Sub-Committee 
was  'set-up'  to  study  the  introduction  and  its  effects  of  a 
bonus  scheme  for  the  employees  on  refuse  collection.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  introduction  of  such  a  scheme  will  improve  the 
efficiency,  establish  a  more  frequent  collection  of  domestic 
and  other  refuse  and  result  in  a  saving  to*  the  local  authority. 

Joint  tipping  with  the  Billinge-and-Winstanley  U.D.C.  at 
their  Crookhurst  Quarry  has  continued  satisfactorily  through¬ 
out  the  year.

HOUSING 

The  local  authority  erected  45  dwellings  during  the  year, 
21  houses  and  24  flats,  bringing  the  authorities  stock  of  dwell¬ 
ings  existing  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  1,118. 

Surveys  of  unfit  and  potentially  unfit  dwellings  have  con¬ 
tinued  although  much  of  the  older  stock  of  houses  are  capable 
of  improvement. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969,  came  into  operation  on  the  25th 
August,  1969,  and  introduced  many  new  provisions,  especially 
for  the  improvement  of  dwellings  and  environmental  improve¬ 
ment,  including  increased  compensation  for  unfit  properties. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  authority  will  make  available  the  new 
Improvement  and  Special  Grants  under  the  1969  Act,  and 
encourage,  wherever  possible  the  improvement  of  dwellings.
